MILDER 
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WILLIAMSON AND GASOLINE TAX 
Floy d E. Williamson, the present Democratic 
Au d itor of State and a cand id ate for re-election 
on the Démocratie ticket, complains that he has 
been criticized by the Repu blicans for the m an­ 
ner in which he has hand led the collection of 
the gasoline tax . He also offers as an argu ment 
in behalf of himself the fact that he had col­ 
lected more su ch tax than Mr. Arch Bobbitt, his 
immed iate Repu blican pred ecessor in the office, 
d id . 
Since he might hav e collected more su ch tax 
than Mr. Bobbitt d id and still neither hav e as 
good a record as Bobbitt nor hav e d ischarged 
his fu ll d u ty in su ch collection, it may be well 
to ex amine Mr. Williamson’s record s and ascer­ 
tain therefrom the tru e state of the matter. 
Althou gh the record s show that Williamson in 
the fiscal y ear end ing Sept. 30, 1932, collected 
$2,7 56,955.42 more than Bobbitt d id in the fiscal 
y ear 19 29-19 30, the record s of the State Oil In­ 
spection Department show that there were 102,- 
895,850 more gallons of gasoline to collect tax 
on in the fiscal y ear 19 31-19 32 than in the fiscal 
y ear 19 29-1930. Thu s at 4 cents per gallon Wil­ 
liamson shou ld hav e collected $4,115,834.00 more 
than Bobbitt, instead of only $2,7 56,955.42 more. 
In other word s, Williamson failed to collect 
$1,358,87 8.58 which shou ld hav e been collected . 
An ex amination of the record s of the State Oil 
Inspection Department and the record s of Wil­ 
liamson’s Office for the fiscal y ear end ing Sept. 
30, 1932, d iscloses that the Oil Inspection Depart­ 
m ent inspected in that y ear 29,57 6,047 more gal­ 
lons of gasoline than Williamson collected tax 
on. This represents a loss of $1,183,041.88 to the 
state for this y ear. 
Accord ing to the record s, the State Oil Inspec­ 
tion Department collected $1,17 1.53 more in in­ 
spection fees in 1931-1932 than it d id in 1930- 
1931. This means that there were many more 
million gallons of gasoline to collect tax on in 
19 31-1932 than 1930-1931 and Williamson shou ld 
hav e collected sev eral hu nd red thou sand d ollars 
more tax in 1931-1932 than he d id in 19 30-19 3l v 
Bu t he d id not. The record s show that he collect­ 
ed $7 40,7 11.33 less in 1931-1932 than he d id in 
1930-1931. 
lit might be well to note that Williamson has 
paid ou t, as ex penses in collecting this gasoline 
tax , $7 6,591.09 more than Bobbitt paid for d oing 
it d u ring his two y ears in office, perhaps d u e in 
large part to the fact that he has 12 collectors 
while Bobbitt had only 4. 
These things d eserv e seriou s consid eration. Es­ 
pecially so in v iew of the fact that Mr. William­ 
son is a cand id ate for re-election on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket. He shou ld ex plain these startling 
things which the record s d isclose. These m atters 
are so startling and so important to ev ery v oter 
that, withou t a satisfactory ex planation of them 
by Mr. Williamson, he shou ld not ex pect to be 
and shou ld not be re-elected . Many conjectu res 
might be raised concerning this cond ition of af­ 
fairs in the office of Mr. Williamson. Perhaps 
the tru th of the thing is, at least the charitable 
way to v iew it is, that it is another glaring ex ­ 
ample of Democratic inefficiency and ex trav a­ 
gance in office.
